TRANSPORTATION 
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Travel by any means is a pleasure in Alberta. 
Ultra-modern aircraft of inter-continental airlines f 
serve the province's metropolitan airports. Trans¬ 
continental railways and bus lines link Alberta's 
resort, urban and rural communities. 


Fully modern facilities for servicing private aircraft are available 
at every civic airport. For motorists who come by the thousands to Alberta's 
vacation wonderlands each year, modern highways—many four-laned 
—spread their network throughout the province's mountains, foothills 
and prairies. Good gravelled highways lead into Alberta's byways, 
secluded retreats and remote areas where fishing, hunting and camping 
conditions are ideal. 



The Alberta Government Travel Bureau at Fort Macleod serves thousands of visitors annually 
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It's easy to plan a vacation in Alberta. Border crossing formalities are at a minimum, and the 
border is more of a gateway of welcome than a barrier of examination. 


United States visitors who visit Canada 12 or more consecutive days may take home duty¬ 
free $500 worth of merchandise at wholesale value. Those who stay 48 hours may take home 
$200 worth of merchandise duty-free. 

Currencies of all other countries should be changed for Canadian dollars at banks. Day to day 
exchange charges are at the official rate set by the International Exchange Bank. 

Tourist Information centres are maintained during summer months at most cities in Alberta, and 
large cities have year 'round bureaus. 

A full list of national and provincial parks, with their facilities, is contained in the Alberta 
Travel Bureau's free Accommodation Guide. 

Fishing and hunting, both for big game and for waterfowl and upland game birds, are major 
Alberta activities. Regulations for each may be obtained on request. 

There are no toll roads, toll bridges or toll ferries in Alberta. 

The "working West" may be seen to best advantage at 'dude' or guest ranches, where paying 
guests are welcomed at regular working ranches. A list may be obtained from the Alberta Travel 
Bureau. 

Regular road reports on highway conditions are issued weekly during the summer months when 
travel is at a peak. Any tourist bureau can give you the latest report on road conditions anywhere 
in Alberta. 

All tourist accommodation in the province is regularly inspected by health authorities, licensed by 
the Department of Industry and Development, and classified by star rating by the Alberta Travel 
Bureau. 

The entire eastern slope of the Canadian Rockies have a zero rating for hay fever incidence. 

There are no venomous snakes or poisonous insects in any of Alberta's resort or vacation areas.
